REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


Members  of  the  School  Board: 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  herewith  my 
fourth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  your 
schools. 

The  teaching  force  of  the  schools  of  Salmon  Falls 
has  remained  intact  for  over  three  years.  This  length 
of  tenure  has  been  of  great  advantage  to  the  schools, 
because  teachers  and  pupils  have  become  accustomed 
to  one  another,  and  the  teaching  force  works  together 
with  a  unity  and  efficiency  which  would  be  impossible 
if  there  were  frequent  changes.  In  the  rural  schools, 
however,  all  three  teachers  are  new  to  their  positions. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term  your  Superinten- 
dent held  weekly  meetings  of  the  rural  school  teachers 
and  carefully  outlined  their  work  for  the  year. 

The  enrollment  in  the  first  grade.  Town  Hall 
school,  and  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  Franklin 
school,  is  extremely  large.  Fifty-five  pupils  in  two 
grades  is  entirely  too  much  for  one  teacher  to  handle. 
In  order  to  relieve  the  situation  somewhat  Miss  Raino 
is  teaching  the  seventh  grade  history  45  minutes  a 
day,   and  Miss  Austin  the  eighth  grade  English   45 
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minutes  a  day.  Moreover,  there  is  little  prospect  that 
this  overcrowded  condition  will  be  relieved  within  the 
next  two  or  three  years. 

STATE  AID 

The  equalized  valuation  of  the  School  District  of 
Rollinsford  has  increased  over  $800,000.  School  ex- 
penses have  not  increased  in  the  same  proportion. 
The  result  has  been  that  the  School  District  of  Rollins- 
ford  is  no  longer  a  state-aided  District;  whereas  in 
1920-1921  Rollinsford  received  $3,608.91.  For  the 
current  year  1923-1924  we  do  not  receive  one  cent. 
This  decrease  in  the  amount  of  state-aid  was  a  vital 
factor  in  asking  an  emergency  appropriation  at  the 
School  Board  meeting  last  March,  and  makes  it  neces- 
sary for  the  tax  payers  to  pay  the  entire  school  bill 
from  their  own  pockets. 

EXPENDITURES 

The  attention  of  the  tax  payer  is  invited  to  the 
expenses  of  the  School  District  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1923  as  given  in  the  Treasurer's  Report. 
Practically  all  of  these  items  are  what  we  may  call 
statutory  expenses,  and  leave  very  little  to  the  option 
of  the  School  Board.  Brief  examination  of  the  main 
items  show  that  very  little,  if  any,  can  be  done  to  re- 
duce expenses  noticeably.  The  chief  item,  of  course, 
is  the  salaries  of  the  teachers,  more  than  50%  of  the 
total  expense.  Salaries  paid  to  janitors  are  for  the 
most  part  less  than  paid  for  similar  service  in  the 
State.     Surely  we  cannot  reduce  the  fuel  bill.     The 
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repairs  made  during  the  summer  of  1922  on  the  three 
rural  schools  were  certainly  needed,  and  considering 
the  great  improvement  made  the  expense  was  very 
light.  The  matter  of  transportation  for  the  elementary 
pupils  is  a  very  heavy  expense.  Your  School  Board 
has  been  paying  approximately  $100  a  pupil  for  trans- 
portation. No  one  can  be  found  to  do  this  work  for 
less  money,  and  the  children  must  be  transported  or 
else  schools  opened  in  the  immediate  neighborhood. 
High  School  and  Academy  tuition  is  another  statutory 
charge  upon  the  school  district  of  Rollinsford.  It  must 
be  paid.  Dover  High  School  has  increased  the  rate 
of  tuition  from  $55  to  $70.  The  number  of  pupils  who 
are  planning  to  continue  their  education  next  year  is 
larger  than  during  any  previous  year  of  my  acquaint- 
ance with  your  schools.  There  is  a  probability  that 
this  item  will  be  much  larger  next  year  than  during 
the  year  1922-1923.  The  per  capita  tax  is  another 
requirement  and  must  be  met. 

BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES 

In  order  to  compare  the  expenses  of  your  Board 
for  these  items  with  what  other  schools  districts  are 
paying  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Pringle,  Deputy  Commissioner 
of  Education,  for  data.  Under  date  of  Jan.  14,  1924, 
Mr.  Pringle  says:  "The  average  cost  for  books  and 
supplies  last  year,  which  is  the  basis  for  this  year  for 
the  State  Aid  allotment,  are  as  follows:  Books,  ele- 
mentary $1.45 ;  supplies,  elementary  $1.73 ;  total  $3.18. 

Last  year  we  had  an  enrollment  in  the  elementary 
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grades  of  322  pupils,  and  in  the  evening  school  of  62 
pupils.  No  effort  was  made  to  keep  the  supplies  of 
the  evening  school  pupils  separate  from  that  of  the  day 
schools.  On  the  basis  of  the  average  cost  of  books  and 
supphes  for  the  State,  namely  $3.18  for  the  322  day 
pupils,  the  amount  would  be  $1,023.96.  The  report 
shows  that  $430.45  were  spent  for  books ;  but  of  this 
amount  $54.78  were  for  books  at  the  Academy,  leaving 
a  balance  of  $375.67  for  elementary  text  books ;  sup- 
plies cost  $482.56.  The  total  cost  for  elementary  text 
books  and  supplies  is  therefore  $858.23,  deducting  this 
amount  from  the  average  cost  of  the  State,  $1,023.96, 
we  have  a  balance  of  $165.73.  Assuming  that  the  62 
evening  school  pupils  during  the  60  evenings  sessions 
used  $20.00  worth  of  supplies  your  Board  spent  on 
books  and  supplies  18%  less  than  the  average  of  the 
State,  and  what  is  more  a  large  supply  was  left  on 
hand  last  June. 

At  the  annual  district  meeting  last  March  the 
appropriation  included  the  salary  of  an  extra  teacher 
for  the  grammar  grades,  four  hundred  dollars  for  par- 
titioning off  a  small  class  room  and  three  hundred  six- 
ty dollars  for  evening  school.  There  were  not  enough 
pupils  to  start  an  evening  school — 15  being  the  num- 
ber required  by  statute.  It  seemed  wise  to  the  Board 
not  to  add  another  teacher,  but  to  divide  the  work 
among  the  three  teachers,  mentioned. 

SPELLING  AND  ARITHMETIC 

We  often  hear  people  say  that  the  schools  are  not 
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giving  the  same  attention  to  arithmetic  and  spelling 
that  they  gave  in  the  good  old  days  when  these  sub- 
jects were  the  backbone  of  the  school  curriculum.  For- 
tunately we  have  a  basis  of  comparison  in  these  sub- 
jects, for  the  examinations  which  were  given  in 
Springfield,  Mass.,  to  ninth  grade  pupils  in  1846  were 
found  in  one  of  the  grammar  school  buildings  in  1905. 
These  questions  have  been  used  to  see  whether  the  re- 
sults in  arithmetic  and  spelling  under  the  older  meth- 
ods of  teaching  were  better  than  under  the  present 
methods.  On  last  November  12  and  14  these  same 
tests  were  given  to  all  eighth  grade  pupils  in  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  also 
that  the  Springfield  pupils  in  1846  averaged  15  years 
and  6  months  in  age,  while  the  average  age  of  the  pu- 
pils in  New  Hampshire  was  13  years  and  6  months, 
and  that  the  Springfield  schools  have  always  had  the 
reputation  of  maintaining  a  very  high  standard.  In 
1846  the  Springfield  pupils  in  arithmetic  averaged 
29.41.  The  eighth  grade  in  Springfield  in  1905  aver- 
aged 65.5.  The  average  for  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire was  49.26.  The  average  rank  of  Rollinsford  in 
the  eighth  grade  was  67.7%,  or  more  than  thirty  per 
cent  higher  than  the  average  for  the  State.  In  spell- 
ing, also,  there  is  a  marked  difference.  In  1846  Spring- 
field averaged  in  spelling  40.65.  The  average  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  was  67.24.  The  average  for 
Rollinsford  was  61.7. 

The  State  does  not  publish  the  ranks  of  the  dif- 
ferent school  districts,  but  inasmuch  as  the  averages 
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in  arithmetic  varied  from  20%  to  75%  it  will  readily 
be  seen  that  Rollinsford  ranks  among  the  leaders. 

THE  SCHOOL  FAIR 

The  School  Fair  given  by  the  pupils  of  the  Sul- 
livan and  Quamphegan  schools,  was  a  decided  success. 
Not  only  was  a  tidy  sum  of  money  realized,  but  it 
brought  together  parents,  pupils  and  teachers  in  a 
common  cause.  Several  entertainments  have  also  been 
held  at  the  Pear  Yard  school. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board 
and  the  teachers  for  their  loyal  co-operation.  The 
parents  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  having  an  unus- 
ually competent  and  hard-working  group  of  teachers, 
who  are  working  for  the  best  good  of  their  pupils.
